GREETING. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on 
Monday, the sixth day of February, next, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, then and there to act on the following named 
articles, to wit.: | 


Article I. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article II. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the ensuing year: Town Clerk; one Selectman for three 
years; Auditor; Town Treasurer; one Assessor for three 
years; one Assessor for two years; one School Committee 
for three years; one School Committee for one year; one 
Library Trustee for three years; one Cemetery Commis- 
sioner for three years; Tree Warden; Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith; Tax Collector and Constables. 


Article III. To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article IV. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses of the town for the 
ensuing year. 


Article V. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI. To see if the town will make an appro- 
priation for the Public Library. 


Article VII. To see if the town will authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1928; and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year; any 
debt or debts incurred under this vote to be paid from the 
revenue of said financial year. 


Article VIII... To see if the town will appropriate 
money for the care of the Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Article IX. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $175.00 to be paid to the Trustees for 
County Aid to Agriculture in accordance with the provisions 
of, and for the purposes of, Chapter 128, sec. 45 of the 
General Laws, or for the support of demonstration work 
under the direction of the agent or instructors of the Trus- 


tees on land owned by the town or any resident thereof. 


Article X. To see if the town will choose a director 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, sec. 41 
of the General Laws, to serve for one year. 


Article XI. To see if the town will appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient for Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth 


work. 


Article XII. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for Street and Signal Lights. 


Article XIII. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money for the maintenance of Highways, 
under the provisions of Section 26-29, Chapter 81, of the 
General Laws. 


Article XIV. To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum of $3,000. for the construction of an Improved road, 
on the so-called River Road, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 34, Chapter 90, or take any action there- 
to. 


Article XV. To see if the town will appropriate a 
sum of money for the removal of snow from highways. 


Article XVI. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $27,500. for the maintenance 
of the schools for the ensuing year, or take any action 
thereto? 


Article XVII. To see if the town will vote to adopt 
and accept the following by-law: 


(Section 1.) ‘‘‘There shall be a finance committee of 
the town appointed in accordance with Chapter 39, Sec- 
tion 16, General Laws, as amended by the Acts of 19238, 
who shall consider any and all municipal questions for the 
purpose of making reports and recommendations to the 
town at its annual meeting and at other times when they 


deem the public interests require) it: 


The finance committee shall consist of three members, 
and shall be appointed by the Moderator of the annual 
town meeting. 
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The committee first appointed, after this by-law be- 
comes in effect by the approval of the town and of the 
Attorney General, shall be appointed one for one year, 
one for two years and one for three years. The members 
thereafter appointed shall continue in office for the term 
of three years from date of their appointment, and after- 
wards one shall be appointed by the Moderator in each 
year for the term) of three, years.’: 

Article XVIII. To see if the town will vote to ac- 
cept a Trust Fund given by Raymond Barnard, Edward L. 
Barnard and Arthur Barnard, for the benefit of the Whate- 
ly Center Church, conditions to be explained at the an- 
nual town meeting. 

Article XIX. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to be expended for the 
purchase of a Traffic Signal Light at the so-called Whately 
Four Corners, situated near the Graves’ Filling Station, or 
take any action thereto. 

Article XX. To see if the town will vote to offer a 
reward of $500. for the arrest that will lead to the convic- 
tion of the person or persons who set the fire in the build- 
ing of M. J. Halloran, on the night of December 5, 1927, or 
take any action thereto. 

And you are directed hereby to serve this Warrant by 
posting up: attested copies thereof in two public places in 
said town, seven days at least before time for holding said 
meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due returns of this War- 
rant with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meeting aforesaid. 

Given under our hands this twenty-eighth day of Jan- 
uary, in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred 
twenty-eight.

A Community meeting was held at which moving pictures 
were shown and reports of the agents made. 

Some time was spent in attempting to locate a boys’ school 
in Whately but without success. 

A list was made of all the dairymen in the town and in- 
formation given on the growing of alfalfa. A number of soil 
tests were made for lime requirements, inoculation secured and 
the assistance given in the starting of alfalfa.

RE LOR TS OF SE EE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


It is somewhat presumptious for one who has had but sev- 
eral months’ connection with your schools to attempt adequately 
and justly, to survey the achievements of a year’s work. Nev- 
ertheless, the fact that progress has been made and opportunities 
improved during the past year should not be ignored under any 
circumstances. The regular routine work was carried on 
throughout the year. This is the chief function of a school or- 
ganization in spite of the fact that special activities have their 
appeal and place. ‘Though regularity of attendance suffered 
somewhat from epidemics during the spring term the work was 
brought to a close with a satisfying degree of success. A large 
class was graduated from the eighth grades, many members of 
which are now in high school attendance. 


The favorable conditions under which the schools opened 
in September are due largely to the skill and experience that 
Joyal and efficient teachers brought to the interests of the 
schools. Several changes in the teaching force came about at the 
close of school in June. Mr. Le Grand Thompson resigned his 
position as teaching principal at the East school, and Miss Mary 
Brassard was appointed to the position. Miss Doyle of the 
West school received an appointment in the Northampton schools 
and Miss Effie O'Donnell succeeded her. Miss Helen O'Leary 
was appointed to the position in the South school late in the sum- 
mer. All of these teachers are normal graduates with some pre- 
vious experience and are doing creditable work in their respect- 


ive classes.

The schoo!s lost a strong friend and the Town an active 
and useful citizen in the death of Mr. A. J. Codding on the 13th 
of last March. Mr. Codding was in the midst of his fourth suc- 
cessive term as a member of the Whately School Committee, 
where his experience and seasoned judgment were of invaluable 
service to his associates and to the Town at large. At the time 
of his death, Mr. Codding was Chairman of the local School 
Committee and also Chairman of the Superintendency Union 
Committee embracing the school committees of the towns of 
Conway, Deerfield, Sunderland, and Whately. The remembrance 
of such devoted service is an inspiration to others to share the 


responsibility of public needs. 


The registration of the past four months shows no appre- 
ciable change from that of last year for a similar period. A de- 
crease appears in the number of eighth grade pupils but this is 
a temporary condition. ‘The West school has but 12 pupils this 
fall. yet it is probable that the transportation of these pupils to 
the Center at this time, at least, would result in over-crowding 
the intermediate department at that school, already filled to the 
limit of efficiency. The registration in the upper classes of the 
East school being much increased in September, arrangements 
were made to transport the few eighth grade pupils to the eighth 
grade at the Center. It would be very desirable to have all the 
eighth grade pupils in this school but for various reasons it has 
not been ‘advantageous to bring this about and some eighth grade 
pupils still attend the South school in which there are 25 pupils 


of all grades. 


Thirty-four elementary pupils are attending the South 
Deerfield school. The number of Whately pupils continuing 
their studies in various high schools is creditable to the educa- 
tional sentiment of the community. ‘Twenty-four, an increase 
of over 30 per cent, are in Deerfield high school. Others are 
attending high schools in Greenfield and Northampton. Another 


large group is registered at Smith’s Agricultural School. 


During the summer much-needed repairs were made at the 
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West school. New windows were set in place of the old sash and 
the inside walls painted and papered. It is now as attractive 
and comfortable as any classroom in the town. The heating 
plant at the Center school was repaired and placed in good 
working order. The addition of storm sash to the north win- 
dows on this building would make the heating more economical, 
and add to the comfort of the pupils during the winter months. 
A telephone has been installed in the East building. There are 
over 150 pupils and 5 teachers in this school. In case of sudden 
emergency it has been necessary to dispatch a pupil nearly half 
a mile, often over badly obstructed roads, to reach the nearest 
telephone. This improvement will give an added sense of se- 
curity to all concerned. The territory served by this school has 
suffered some loss of school population since the removal of the 
electric road. There is reason to expect, however, that former 
conditions will again be restored and this well-equipped build- 
ing used to its capacity. 

Communities in which the population is scattered, as in 
Whately, are at a disadvantage in administering their widely 
separated schools. Not only is the increase in maintenance ex- 
pense evident but valuable time must be spent in transferring 
books and equipment to meet changing conditions, or material 
must be duplicated at the different schools at added expense. 
There is also a loss of the strong unity of interest existing among 
pupils and teachers of more closely connected schools. These 
are natural conditions which Whately teachers are loyally striv- . 
ing to overcome. The Town is entitled to credit for the success 
of its efforts in providing modern and serviceable school build- 
ings under these adverse conditions. 


There are several matters strongly recommended in _ pre- 
vious reports which are of no less importance today. Some of 
these, by rigid economy, are being cared for under our regular 
appropriations. Consideration of others may well await more 


favorable business conditions in the community.

Supervisor of Music 


Mr. Marvin E. Janes,

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report of the Whately 
Public Schools. 

In music there are found three distinct elements; namely, 
rhythm, melody, and harmony. I will give a brief outline of 
these elements in public school music. 

The most universal is rhythm; it is found to some extent in 
all human beings and it is the work of the music supervisor to 
stimulate and draw it out. The victrola is one of our most help- 
ful means, for in the lower grades we have the toy orchestras 
accompanied by the victrola; in the upper grades we have the 
study of the orchestra and its music. 

Melody is more complex. Before there is an appreciation 
of melody for the child there must be ability to read music. From 
the second grade to the eighth grade we aim for facility in read- 
ing music. 

Harmony, as a technical study, comes in the high school 
curriculum. It is a study of sounds and their relation to one 
another. 

The aim of every music supervisor is to create, in the in- 
dividual, a love of music and this is accomplished by the study 
of these three elements. 

I take this opportunity to thank you and ‘your corps of 
teachers for the hearty cooperation extended to me during the 
year.

strength at the Greenfield Health Camp for three weeks last 
summer, by the Franklin County Public Health Associatiou, 
funds being raised through the sale of Christmas Heaith Seas. 
One of these children, a hilum case of tuberculosis, gained suve.. 
pounds in the three weeks spent there. ‘these children were 
selected trom the thirty-three which were examined at the chest 
clinic heid in June. 

Our hearts were torn with grief over the loss of two of our 
school children with diphtheria.. We should make it impossibie 
for this to happen again by immunizing every pre-scnool asiu 
school chitd. Aithough the pre-school clinics which were heid im 
Whately are not a part of the school work, they contribute vv 
the better health of the chitdren entering school next year anu 
thus become of interest to the school officials. ‘lwo such clinics 
were held, one in Whately Centre and one in East Whately. 
‘Twenty-seven children were examined at the East Whately clue 
where it was my privilege to assist. Mrs. Herbert E. Roote 
was responsible for the one at the Centre. ‘lhese clinics arc 
held by the State Department of Fublic Health in each town i: 
the county. 

The usual routine services have been given. More atten- 
tion is given each year to stimulating a deeper and clearer in- 
terest in health teaching. Health education material is supplied 
whenever possible. My appreciation of the constant interesi 
and cooperation of the Superintendent, School Committee, 
teachers and parents is very keen.
